As mnmlK^rs of the Interiiatioiuil Brat hood of 
Hlectriea) Worker^ we have a pretty fine liistory. 
We like to believe, nntl it is thal we Imve been 

a i>nme foi*ec in huildiTi^ the eleetrieal imlustry on 
the North American (Vmtitient. Ikeently our indus- 
try jyassed anotiier milestone* The electric li^lit and 
jKmer se.^ment added its fifty-millionth customer, 
ronsumption of electricity is at record peak and 
still rising. Aiiil here are some other imtstandiiig 
farts. Ninel y-ihree percent of the nation's farms 
now Imve eleefrieity. In 1T29, hefore the depreasion, 
the average household had about 19 electrical appli- 
ances, It is almost unbelievable, but today many a 
htane owner has 50 at work. 

Now since the IBEW' has fdayed a most import a iit 
role in the ereatioii of the eleetrical era in Avhich we 
live, it has also incurred responsibilities.

'rhus we stress here? on the pages of your -Ioltk.x’al 
I lie importance <»f ap]n'enticesliip training, and we 
ui‘gc the setting n]i of more joint ecmimittees, and 
we appeal for real active interest in these commit tees 
and their work, 

AVe of the Electrical Workers have come to realize 
many things in leceiit years. While from our veiy 
inception as a union, we developed training programs 
fo!^ our mem hers to jirotect life and limb, more re- 
eently we have heeome acutely aware of other fac- 
tors vitally concerned with adequate training. We 
know tliat trained men ]>roduce more and waste less. 
Our employers know it loo, and if a man can really 
produce, and enable his employer to make a decent 
profit, the em])lo 3 ’er is not as apt to quibble over what 
we term an adequate wage.

efficient iy and safely and well.

About the Puerto Rican Affair 

An event occurred in the Congress of the rnited 
S^tates a few weeks ago whieli was a shocking and 
terrifying thing.

We began 
there eh idly liecanse of the prox- 
imity of lliesi‘ locals io imi' home 
ofhci' hut !ils<j because every type 
of local was lo be found there with 
mendier.shi)is of various sizes. The 
first local whose dues accounting 
was fud on oui' tabnhHing ma- 
cliines \vas L.U. Tlfift, Trenton, 
Ne\v Jersey. Since that lime, wnlh 
a verw limited stall, have in- 
stalled the syslem in some 2(H) lo- 
cal nil ions. 

It is the international Secre- 
tary's plan to ]m( this system into 
effect in all onr 1700 local unions. 
It is our hope that in most in- 
stanceSj a member of the Secre- 
tary N staff will visit the firnmctal 


secretary of each loeal and aid 
him in the aetual conversion to 
our tabulating method. This is 
ipiito a big undertaldng, not Just 
for 01 II' limited staff which we can 
stmd into the Held, Init also for 
our el mica I employes in the inter- 
national OHiem llowevtu", we be- 
lieve we can comfilde the conver- 
sion by the end of 105b. So wm 
ask onr locals to be jiatient in 
invaiting I licit' turn and whim that 
turn comes, to lu'lp tis as iiuieli as 
they can, foi' they as wtJl as the 
Inlcnmt ional Office will licudit 
greatly in the lung nin. 

At the cimeliision of our instal-

English Recipes 
From \fktoria 



^UR city story this month is abmit that wonderful Canadian city 
" Victoria, often described as more English than Engiand. We've 
gathered some recipes from Victoi-ia we thought our readers miglit 
want to try. Crumpets area real favorite in Victoria, toasted for break- 
fast or served at tenthne. Mrs. Beetmv is an authority on English 
cookery* Here is her recipe: 


CRIMPKTS 

1 quart water- 14 ounce salt 

2 nunces yeast 2 r marts flour 

% pound potatoes 

Wash, peel and Indl the potatoes. When cooked, nib through a 
colander. Add water fvvarm enough to bear t\u* band in it without dis- 
comfort) then dissolve the yeast and salt in it and stir in flour .so that 
the mixture is more of a hatter than a sponge. Cover over and leave for 
a half an hour. At the end of this time take ri large wooden spoon and 
beat the hatter well* leave spoon In, cover over and leave for anothiU* 
half an hour. Heat again. Repeat this process three times with half 
hour inlen-als. When complelod, (see that the hot plate ts quite hot) 
lay out some crumpet rings, rubbed over with a little clear lard on a 
baking tin and pour on sufficient batter to make the ci'Umpets* When 
cooked on one side* turn over with a paletti* knife and when d<me take 
off on to a dean doth and co<il. Twenty minutes should be sufficient 
cooking time for ala>ut two dozen crompeis. Muffins and crumpets 
should always he sen-ed on .'^eparatf^ dishes and both toasted and seiwed 
as quickly as possible. 


We asked HeUy Graham, seci‘<?tary to Husiness Manager Peck In 
L.C* 230’s office, to give us her very favorite English recipe. Here it is: 

HNtH.isH iLATRitn ic prnnrxG 

fi cup butter 1 egg 

1 cup white sugar cup milk 

2 teaspoons baking powder 2 cups rtour (scant) 

Mix ab<jve ingredients into a baiter. Grea.se pudding ba.sin, pour 
in one cup of heavy syrup — ^then pour in the above batter. Cover tightly 
with parchmenl and steam for one and a half hours. To sei-ve turn 
pudding upside diiwn on platter. Will yield four to six seiwings*

everywhere enjoy and never forget, English vo(»kies are a part of 
English tea. Hi*re are some you may like tn try:

1 cup sugar % cup butter melted 

1 leaspooiis powtlered coriander 4 eggs unbeaUm 

seed 

.A.dd the bnUt'i'* milk and eggs to the flouj-, sugar and corjander. 
Mix well and knead to a smooth dough. Roll very thin, cut into small 
shapes and hake a I JOO F until light brown.

A not he I- small refinery is being 
lufilt in the iJickinaon aiva and still 
another in the Willislon area. There 
is talk of one lidng built in the Minot 
area also. 


This tliscussion was very interest- 
ing and I do belii'Ve we did acemn- 
jdisli something for future work in 
the oil industry. 

Othei‘ topics that came up for dis- 
cussion were reinspection of farm 
wiring, poor and defective wiring in 
public places such as hotels and tfie- 
ntres, the different typt'S of wiring 
and where iliey should and shouhl 
not be used, and a very intci'esting 
subject which concerns all the Elec- 
trical Workers was the licensing law 
and apjn-enticeship training. We wej“e 
very Fortuiuite to have as main speak- 
ers at this meeting, John Murray 
from Chicago and Dan fieiihail from 
Mlnneatiotis who represented the Na- 
tional Electrical Contractors Associ- 
ntifov.

Giant Generator for 
St. Louis Power Plant 

L. U. 1, ST- M)ITS. MO— Like the 

hiiuscwire'.'? stew% this month's siuiy 
wHIl be made up of '’leftover®'* that 
we've beeti trying to find space for 
. , * until now they are faking up the 
entire space. 

In Operathm Big Lift, the second 
generator of the Meramec River 
f*ower plant job was di'Hvert‘d atid 
put on its teininmtry bjise in about 
an hour. One of the heaviest load® 
ever lo move into this area, H urrivi'd 
on a flat car weighing imijiou pounds. 
It was made esptHrially for Westing- 
house Electric Company tu earry this 
type of machinery. 

The car left the Westinghouse Pitts- 
burgh plant November 20 and Iti days 
later arrived in St. Louis — a tlistance 
of 020 mites. Because of the size and 
heavy load, the car m<»ved only by 
day and side-trncke<i at night. 


The first genei’ator for this job was 
shipped in two pieces. The rotor and 
stator on sepjinite cars, since a special 
freight ear was not av'ailable at that 
time. 

The total weight of ear and all 
blocking was more than d00,000 
poutuls, "rhe generator measures 12 
feel in ilia meter and ovw 2il feet in 
hmgth. Since the second unit genera- 
tor is a sealed package unit| it does 
not i-equire ns many nmn hours to set 
it up, and also the manufacturing and 
shipping time were triniim*d* 

The arnval of the second unit gen- 
erali>r and its compoTicnt parts 
marki*d a hfg stop toward the coni- 
plelion of this unit. It brings nearer 
the time when this unit will go on the 
line with the first to make a total of 
over one quarter of a million kilowatts 
generated* 

Largely liccause of its central loca- 
tion ill the gialn belt, St, Louis is a 
large grain handling city. Grain 
shipped via the Mussouri and Missis- 
sippi rivers, is stored in elevators 
which dot the shores of the tw<* great 
waterways. Numerous elevators such 
as the one jiietured, are lfM!aled on 
vanous nrilmad sidings in other parts 
of the city and county. 

These streiciures are the result of 
man's engineering and building skill. 
To build these modern elevators re- 
quires mauling concrete on a 24-hour 
schedule. Bliding forms are used and 
are raised with hydraulic Jacks. This, 
if course, requires the services of Elec- 
trical Workere on three shifts while 
the concrete work Is in opi*ration. The 
pay ia regular construction pay for 
eight hours Monday through Friday, 
with double tinic for the second and 
third shift and on Saturday and Sun- 
fiay. This is divided by three for eadi 
man's total wages per week.

Call it what you 
like, the fact remains that unemploy- 
ment, 'which w<» lire tohl hy high 
authority is not seiious, is on the 
increase. Say 'whut we mill, unem- 
plo>’ 7 ne«t is almays seiimis to the 
unemployed even though they have 
unemployment insu ranee to cushion 
its bad dTecIs. 

We all knom’ that even In the Wst 
of times thi-re are always soaie un- 
employed due to noiTnal turnover of 
one soli or another. Our own trade 
loses cnimirleralile time as a result 
of ha<l wealluM*, In arid it ion to that 
at tile pr!‘Sent lime we hJ'v being de- 
prived of considembk* work becauBc 
of the cuiduilment of the Goveni- 
ment’s housing plans. True Fre*‘jidenl 


Kiseulniwer has recommemk'd that 
the numlier of units to he Iniilt yearly 
bi^ increased from 20*00U to 35, IKK) 
hut don’t forgot that he also ap- 
tminted the former lobbyist of the 
real estate groups, that oppose this 
housing, as head man of the Govern- 
ments housing administration. Which 
way will he lean in making decisions ? 

If we rememljer correctly at the 
time the fomer Administration plan- 
ned to build T5j000 units \a*r year, 
it was claimed that even this num- 
l>er tvould not supply the need for 
replacement of obsolescent homes 
without considering the increasi*d ile- 
mand for homes resulting from the 
increase in our jiopulation. 

The point we were trying to make 
and almost forgot through tying in 
unemployment with the curtailment 
of the housing pit>gram, was that the 
lime for opening many agreements 
is close at band. Many of these 
agit^ements do not have provisions 
for spreading the work avail able in 
times of unemployment. The time to 
moke such provisions is before the 
tionhle arises and one of the 8im- 
plest methofls is to arrange for re- 
ducing the number of hours the in- 
dividual works, per clay, to spreuil 
the work among more indiviiluals. 
Yes, we mean the “i'^ix Hour I*ay— 
Thirty Hour Week” which we have 
advocated since the late depression 
years. It is better that foui" imti 
have three quarters of a loaf each 
than for three to have a whole loaf 
each and the fourth t*i go hungry. 

The pot Is beginning to lioH in 
Washington, D, C, leglalative ha Ik 
hut it is still hard to tell, at this 
timo, whether they will cook up sorne- 
thing we can get our tei»th into or 
whethei- it wilt Just be a lot of hot 
water. The I I proposed amendiiu'iita 
to tlju Taft^llartlcy I.aw are cer- 
tainly a long way from those sug- 
gested by organized ialior. When tlu- 
president proposed Goveinmeiit sup- 
erv'ised strike polls our new itecreliuy 
of Labor, Mitchell, didn’t think inucli 
of the idea but it wasn’t long befon* 
he had changed his mind and was all 
for it. From that you may Juilge 
how much of a ''^LAllOR" secretary 
he is, Rememhfm Um that the Na- 
tional Association of Mamifacturers* 
as per a news item of .lanuary I, H)o4, 
fmd that the T-H Law is tm> weak 
now and should be strengthened, 
?b>m€*thing else to remember is that 
we now have a businessmen’s arlmin- 
ist ration in control of the Govern- 
ment, so give sharp heed to those 
who are Labor's friends,

the medical director. Of the,si% nearly 
250 have been able to use the center 
because of Local 9. Both members 
and their families are Higibh^ for 
service in the private plan. They i*e- 
ceive a thorough medical eye examina- 
tion, careful vision test, and they have 
the advantage of the wv\ profit riptic,'il 
laboratory which is part of the center. 

Dr, Stilloiman also reports that I he 
conter is achieving one of its chud' ob- 
jectives in thi,s way: During the year 
2fi percent of the patients examined 
have been told that they do ao/ need 
glasses or a cliange of glasses. It was 
because so many trade union mei li- 
bers were being sold glasses they did 
not need that local trade unions de- 
cided in 1951 to set up their nwn pni- 
gram. Another achievement is the 
detection of senous eye troubles 
which 'hjuickie” examinations often 
fail til dti. In the two years of sen'- 
ice, center eye specialists have re- 
vealetl more than fin cases of glau- 
coma which were unknown to the pa- 
tient,s themselves. This disoiine is 
rated as Americans No, 1 sight killer.

Largest Inter -nation 
Power Exchange 

L, U, 17, DETIUHT, MICIL— I wish 
to call the attentioTi of our Brother- 
hood to the Ibdi'oit Edison and On- 
tario Hydro electric power inter-con- 
nection at Didray- Windsor and Marys- 
%'ille-Sarnia, the largest internnlional 
power exchange in the world. 

Many years of international nego- 
tiation ami planning were miuii-ed by 
both utilities and their respective gov- 
ernments before this iiiter-connoction 
became possible, A number of legal 
and gfivernmental problems had to be 
solved requirang both state and Fetl- 
era! authorization. These inter-con- 
nections required a special Act of 
Congress clarifying application of the 
Federal Ikiwer Act, separate permits 
signed by President Eisenhowei', the 
F e d e r a \ 1 'n Com m i ss i m t t fm 
United States Corps of Engineers, the 
Civil Aeronautics Authority, and the 
Michigan Public Service Commission, 
Similar authorization had to be ob- 
tained by the Ontario Hydro from 
Canadian governmental and regula- 
tory^ bodies. 

At the completion of these negotia- 
tions, towers were built for the inter- 
connection, The crossing towers are 
302 feet high with several anchor 
towers 290 feet high. The two ground 
wires are extra high strength 7 - It* 
steel ami the line conductors are G3G 

M, C,M.A.C,S,U, A wire at a time was 
secured to the anch<»r tower on the 
United Stato.s side and to the 392 f*H>t 
crossing tower. The reel was loadeil 
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unto a wailiii^r tu^, Thu iuu churiii il 
riirwai‘<l passiag- the wire over a ha me 
undioivd 2011 feet offf^hore lo protect 
wire from unde rwa ter obHtnjctinna, 
Aii the tug neared the Cmmtlian shore 
a landing UarKe took the loop of the 
wire asnl ujireeled it shoiew'jnd. Th<^ 
wire was passed through pulleys uu 
liie Canailiim crossing and anelmr 
lowers a ml imlled to sag hy a trac- 
tor. This pifwess was repeati^d for 
the fdher conductors. This was a re- 
markiible feat as these aei ial links i»f 
thi* |Kiwer ties were built across one 
of thi» wiirUt's busiest wiitetvviiys. tin- 
Detroit and St, Clair river sections of 
the passage hidwi-en I.akes Huron and 
Krie. This was accomplished at the 
height of ihi> shipping season without 
inlerruplinri of trnffit% which averaged 
one vesf!rl evm y la niinules. The Dt'h 
I'ay- WiialHor link was made mi August 
:Ht lllod, Ihe length tjf naitn span Is 
2,:iS(; fert with a water clearanci' rjf 
I Sit Feel. The ■Marysvine-Sarnia link 
was eomphdetl on iSeptemher U, lOo’l, 
the length of uiuin span is 2;t2t» feet 
with a water clearance of ITT fetd. 
The line vullagi^ ts l2thtMHl volts. 

These inter-coimections are an im- 
portant example of international co- 
operation in the interests of economy, 
defense, power resciwe and the luulual 
St i engtheidiig and balancing of elec- 
Iric pow'er supply. In the event of a 
major emergency, ecpiipmmd failure, 
sabotage or emnny bomidiig, all avaih 
able resources may be jnioled to pro- 
tect essiUjlinl civilian riml thTciise 
electnc pfi wer sendees. 

The economical a<l vantage of thesf^ 
tii*s are as follows: during high water 
pi^rtods, i>niano Hydro udll supply 
eh-ctiieal em-rgy to the Oetroii Kdi- 
Kon, thereby conseiwiiig rojil in thr^ 
rnited i^lates. In pcn'iiwl.s of low 
water, power will be didivered to On- 
tario Hydro during uigdit and w<*ck‘ 
<md {}tu'[(alH when the load on 1 lCdi> 
sun system Is low, Thi,s will penoil 
the Canudian system lo amimulale 
water above Its dams for use in geje 
era ting power ia the daytime higfi 
load hours.

to the east, Detroit Fdisoii has three 
inter-oonneclions with ftH next door 
neighbor, Ctmsunuu's rower. One of 
these is t»» the north between the 
Lapeer and Flint areas: one is to the 
West Iwnween Ypsilanti and Jackson; 
anil the Ihinl is to the south between 
Mon me and Kne. The Fdison Com- 
pany has interchange iirrangeinenl.^ 
with the Ford Motor Company and 
City of Detroit.

For pit Jit fmir yeans Lhia local 
union luiii had a comm it tee of mem- 
bers whoiie work lias been snrcesgful 
in rtecurifjj^ u numbv?r (»f minor im- 
provnnrols to tin* plan^ but <luniig 
the past year* with the assiBtaiire and 
iruidarire of a praetiriiig- actuary re- 
tained for tile purpose, the commit- 
tee underUMik to adiievt* the major 
chanices neresiutty to make the re- 
tirement benefUs of the Water and 
l^ower I Ian comparable with those of 
the other KiiverninenUtl pbins. 

The principal eause of the differ- 
ence in benefits was the difference 
in the method of calculatinjr the bene- 
fits, The County, the %State and the 
City Hall each used what the actu- 
aries cull a “final pay'* type of pbUf 
which bases bimefits for each year of 
sej'\dci‘ on the avera^re cjf waijes for 
the best three or five years, while 
the Water ami Power used n "mtmey 
purchase'* type of iilnii, which bases 
the liiujefits for each year of service 
fill the wages earned in that year. 
Obviously, after the inflationary 
pt Hotl we havir had, the benelUs for 
the low wage-rale years based on the 
low wages w'ould be much li-ss than 
the benefits for those same years if 
based rm the average of the highest 
wages over a three or five year 
period. Our committee succeeded in 
getting the Water and Power Plan 
amendt'd S4> that now retirement bene- 
fits for all years of service sincir the 
plan went into idfect are calculated 
on the iivernge tin* highuiat com 
socutive five-year wages, 

Retiixmient beniTits for service 
prior to the effivtive date of the plan 
arc also increased proportionately. 

The net I’esull of these changes is 
to increaBc the retirement benefits of 
the Water iind Power Plant an aver- 
age of dose til ,jfi per cent above 
what the same conditions of si*nicc 
anil wages produced prior to Decem- 
ber 31, lfio3. The minimum pension 
benefits huvi* bei*n Increaseil, also, to 
five diillars per month for each year 
of total service. Now 2fl years tif ser- 
vice prmluces a minimum pi-iision of 
^lOtldhl per Tiiontht 25 yeai's JfPioiHI 
per month, 3i> years, Jfl 50,011 per 
nnmth, 40 yeai'H i?20tUio per month. 
There la no ceiling on this minimum. 
This is a significant, major victory 
for Liicfit rnitm IS. ft is dear to all 
directly eonccnicd that the bidter- 
mentK secured would not have been 
obtained at this time or pi'ohably for 
years to come, exct*pi for the union, 
E, P. Taylor, B, U.
